EXPERTS TESTIFY

After Hearing Them, 
Senator Lee Concludes 
Kaiser Should Build 
the Mars, ‘Higgins 
Under-Sea Freighters. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP),— 
Brig. Gen. H. L. George, head of

Lists His Conclusions. 
Lee gave his conclusions as: 
1. The Army has made a fair 


- balance between cargo and combat 
' planes, perhaps sacrificing on both, 


because of limitations of facilities 
and materials. 

2. Increased ship sinkings threw 
a heavier burden on the cargo 
planes, which had been met with 
the use of bombers, not converted 
into cargo planes, but temporarily 
diverted to that use. 

8. Henry J. Kaiser, West Coast 
shipbuilder, should be given “the 
green light and allowed to build 
the (70-ton) Mars flying boats in 
the shipyards.” 

4. The New Orleans shipyard of 
Andrew J. Higgins, whose contract 
for 200 Liberty ships was canceled 
by the Maritime Commission, 
should be completed and devoted 
to the construction of cargo-car- 
rying submarines. 

Arnold’s Testimony. 

“We believe the program now 
developed represents an all-out ef- 
fort, taking into consideration the 
present status of tools, facilities 
and raw materials,” Gen. Arnold 
testified. 

“We believe it is possible to get 
more tools, facilities and raw ma- 
terials, but they are not in sight 
at present,” he added. 

Gen. Arnold said the ratio of 
engine allotments to transport 
planes during the second half of 
this ‘year would be 2I™per cent 
of all multi-engined bombers and 
30 per cent of all bombing planes 
with comparable range. In the first 
half of 1943, he said, the ratio 
would still be 21° per cent of the 
multi-engined bombers and 24 per 
cent of all bombers. This would 
be stepped up in the second half 
of next year to 32 per cent of all 
the bomber output. 

He disclosed the Army now is 
using some of itg long-range bomb- 
ers for cargo transport work and 


said plans are under way to divert |. 


a certain percentage of bomber 
construction to long-range cargo 
planes. 

“That is why we are not as 
worried as some people,” he said. 
“We can always use bombers for 
carrying cargo, but we cannot use 
cargo planes as bombers.” 

Chairman Lee asked him direct- 
ly if he would welcome a proposal 
for mass construction of aerial 
freighters, using rolling assembly 
line principles and shipyards, pro- 
vided materials now going into 
Liberty ships could be utilized. 

Arnold responded that the Air 
Forces favored any program which 
would not interfere with present 
rounded plans for a balanced air 
fleet.

A single squadron of Navy fighter 
pilots was credited officially yes- 
terday with having shot down 54 
Japanese planes and probably shot 
down 18 others to help win the 
great air-sea battles of the Coral 
Sea and Midway. The squadron 
lost only four planes, two to enemy 
fighters and two which ran out of 


gas. 

. In reporting the squadron's pore. 
the Navy said that it was made in 
four actions—one in the Coral hoa 
and three at Midway—and called 
these “the most decisive series of 
individual aircraft actions in the 
war to date.” 

Among the enemy planes report- 
ed as certainly shot down were at 


regarded by American military 
and naval authorities as the en- 
emy’s best fighter. The Zero is 
lighter, more maneuverable and 
has a faster climb than the Ameri- 
can planes brought against it, but 
the American planes have more 
armor protection and fire power. 
Fought in Grummans. 

In a sense, therefore, the single 
squadron’s fighting record was Tre- 
garded in naval circles here as one 
measure of the relative merits of 
the Japanese craft and ite Grum- 
man “Wildcat” opposition as well 
as of the combat skill of Japanese 
and American pilots. 

After participating in the Coral 
Sea battle the fighter pilots were 
transferred to the aircraft carrier 
Yorktown where they formed 
fighting squadron No. 3 under the 
leadership of Lieut.

Thach, 37 years old, of Fordyce, 
Ark,, one of the Navy's most not- 
ed squadron chiefs. 

It was his squadron which last 
February brought down 16 of 18

pilots, Lieut. (now Lieut. Com.) 
Edward O'Hare of St. Louis, won 
the Congressional Medal of Honor 
for single-handedly getting five of 
‘the 16 planes. Lieut. Com. O’Hare’s

American Mother’ s Two Children 
Ordered to Leave United States 


SAN DIEGO, Cal, Aug. r (AP). 
—Karen Marie Nansen, 15 years 
old, and Hans Nansen Jr, 
lish-born children of a_ native 


United States citizen, granddaugh- 
ter of a Civil War veteran, have 
been given until Nov. 13 to leave 
the United States. 

Their mother, Mrs. George Nan- 
sen, told of the complication, the 
result of citizenship laws, saying 
she had petitioned the State De- 
partment for “release from this 
harassing anxiety.” Nansen, a 
Norwegian, is a prisoner in a Ger- 
man detention camp, 

The children’s sister, Grete, 6, 
born in Norway, is a United States 
citizen and may remain here with 
her -mother, 

Soon after their marriage here 
in 1926, Nansen, a bank employe, 


and Mrs. Nansen moved to Eng- 
land where Karen and Hans were 
born. 


In 1935, United States legislation 
was enacted permitting women to 
confer their nationality on their 
children, but pfior to that time 
children of an American woman 
and foreign-born father took the 
father’s nationality. Thus Karen 
and Hans are considered citizens 
of Norway. 

Mrs. Nansen and the children 
escaped from Oslo three weeks 
after the Germans invaded Nor- 
way. Karen and Hans were ad- 
mitted to their country on visitors’, 
permits. 

“Now we have been advised to 
let my Government know from 
what port they will leave,” said 
Mrs. Nansen. “But where could 
they go?”

Mad- 
den, a veteran politician and cam- 
paigner, had strong organized 
support. The four other Democratic 
candidates ran far in the rear 

Britton Is Opponent. 

Madden will be opposed in the 
Nov. 3 election by the Republican 
nominee Frank A. Britton, tire 
dealer, who won over Will Tanner, 
head of a brick manufacturing 
firm, 24,846 to 18,551, a margin 
of 5295. Britton and Tanner were 
both far ahead of three other Re- 
publican candidates. Britton had 
the backing of a majority of the 
Republican committee. 

Another sharply contested race 
was for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Judge of the St. Louis 
Court of Criminal Correction, Di- 
vision No. 1, the only judicial con- 
test in the city aside from Justice 
of the Peace races. Louis Comer- 
ford, attorney and floor leader of 
the Board of Aldermen, won over 
Jasper R. Vettori, attorney, 25,763 
to 22,966, a majority of 2797. Vet- 
tori took an early lead, but Com- 
erford had greater organized 
strength and squeezed 


the fact that one of them was an- 
other Murphy. A concerted at- 
tempt had been made by a number 
of disgruntled Democratic politi- 
cians to defeat Chairman Murphy 
because of his opposition to the 
incumbent bloc of Demécratic Rep- 
resentatives. 


Chairman Murphy polled 5434 
votes; Charles A. McCune, 2694; 
John J. Murphy, 1854, and J. J. 
Mullarkey, 799. 

Carl G, Stifel was unopposed for 
the Republican nomination for Cir- 
cuit Clerk, and will be opposed, in 
the November election by the in- 
cumbent, H. Sam Priest, who also 
had no opposition in the primary. 
Also unopposed in the primary, in 
addition to those already men- 
tioned, were Richard E. Gruner, 
Republican, and William F. Bau- 
mann, Democratic incumbent, . in 
the race for City Collector of Rev- 
enue.

Legislative slates of the et 
lican and Democratic Citizens’ Ad- 
visory committees in St. Louis 
were broken in two of the five 
legislative districts in the primary 
election yesterday but only three 
Republicans and one Democrat 
were nominated over the indorsed 
candidates. Eighteen approved 
Democrats and 16 approved Re- 
publicans won the nominations, 


In the first legislative district, 
the Republican organization re- 
fused to stand by the advisory 
committee and broke the slate by 
nominating two of the four can- 
didates. Milton F. Napier and W. 
C. Grebe received the principal 
party organization support over 
Andrew J, Thomas and Conrad L, 
Schmidt and were nominated, 


In the third district both the 
Republican and Democratic advis- 
ory slates were broken, Erwin B. 
Tucker, a non-slate Republican 
candidate, winning one of the four 
nominations over E. Norris Bryant 
and William A. Cole winning one 
of the four Democratic nomina- 
tions over Henry A. Schwarzott, 
the indorsed candidate. * 
The nominations marked a suc- 
cessful fight to replace the old 
discredited St. Louis delegation in 
the lower house of the Legislature 
with a more representative group 
chosen by citizens’ committees, 


Nominees for Senate. 


The Democrats will go before 
the voters at the November elec- 
tion with three incumbent State 
Senators as the party candidates 
for re-election. The Democratic 
Advisory Committee made no rec- 
ommendation on Senators, and 
none of the incumbents had op- 
position in the primary. They are 
Senators Anthony M. Webbe, Clin- 
ton T. Watson and Myles P. Dyer.

HE situation in Egypt is mo- 
mentarily quiet but it is very 
far from satisfactory. 

British attacks have failed to 
dislodge Marshal Rommel from ‘bis 
positions in the vicinity of El Ala- 
mein and contrary to the expec- 
tations of most observers, he has 
been able to stay where he is in- 
stead of being compelled to retire 
to the strong positions on the 
Egyptian-Libyan frontier. 

Probably the major factor in 
this achievement is the use of 
small craft—schooners, fishing 
boats and specially constructed 
barges—for carrying supplies to 
Rommel from Italy and Greece. 

By this. means Rommel! has been 
able to build up a forward supply 
base at Tobruk, which would have 
been impossible with steamers of 
any size because the harbor is so 
thoroughly blocked by sunken 
ships. He also has been able to 
use Sollum, Sidi Barrani and even 
Matruh, none of which have ac- 
commodations for ships of iny 
size. The British in their attempts 
to stop the flow of supplies - by 
air bombing are abl¢ to find only 
small targets to attack. That is 
to say, the amount of supplies de- 
stroyed by a single bomb is far 
less under present circumstances 
than it used to be when the Axis 
was trying to run convoys of large 
ships across the Mediterranean. A 
sound plan, boldly and energetical- 
ly carried out, is enabling the Axis 
to build up once more a consider- 
able degree of offensive power in 
Egypt and is meanwhile enabling 
Marshal Rommel to hold his jump- 
off positions almost at the gates of 
Alexandria in order to use that 
power to the best advantage when 
the time comes. 


Lack of Naval Units. 

Experience has ¥ demonstrated 
that with small individual targets 
and with comparatively short dis- 
tances enabling a great part of the 
voyage to be made under cover of 
night, air operations alone are not 
likely to stop the flow of supplies 
to Rommei—not at least unless 
the Anglo-American air forces in 
the Middle East can be built up 
to a scale far exceeding that which 
is now maintained there, Prob- 
ably the only effective answer 
would be a great increase in sur- 
face naval forces, especially in de- 
stroyers, gunboats and corvettes. 
Several strong flotillas of these 
types operating from Alexandria 
ought to be able to do the job, but 
unfortunately it is exactly these 
types of ships which are most 
urgently needed for the escore of 
Allied merchant vessels on all the 
sea routes of the world. 

We are, for example, sustaining 
heavy losses of merchant shipping 
in the Caribbean Sea because we 
do not have enough escort craft 
to protect them. Again, therefore, 
we are confronted with the neces- 
sity of making a difficult choice 
as to the allocation of our limited 
forces.

“Here the Prime Minister could 
bind the government and country 
or else go out of office in the en- 
deavor to give effect to his con- 
clusions. In the United States this 
is not so.” | 

Bennett, born in Calgary, was

4000 AXIS TROOPS KILLED 
BY YUGOSLAVS, REDS REPORT 


LONDON, Aug. 5 (AP).—Reu- 
ters news agency quoted a Moscow 
radio broadcast today as saying 
4000 Germans and Italians had been 
killed in a battle between Axis 
forces and Yugoslav patriots in 
the Khazar Mountains. The Mos- 
cow broadcast evidently gave no 
source for this information. 

Reuters said the broadcast re- 
ported tanks, guns and anti-tank 
artillery. captured from the Ger- 
mans, who were said to have been 
driven back toward Kastainitsa, 
southeast of Zagreb. 

Reuters quoted the broadcast as 
reporting that in Slovenia, where 
large scale operations were said to 
be going on, the Italians used 
tanks, artillery and bombers to re- 
duce villages captured by Chetnik 
forces. In one section the patriots 
were. said to have counterattacked, 
checking the Italian offensive.

HE center of the trouble 
about materials and the only 
place where an effective rem- 
edy can be applied, is quite clearly 
in the War Production Board, The 
United States is not short of ma- 
terials: as compared with our en- 
emies’, our resources are immense. 
What we are short of is the lucid, 
orderly and firm command of the 
flow of materials from the mines 
to the arsenals. That is the busi- 
ness of the War Production Board, 
and the main reason for its ex- 
istence. 

Now that the task of construct- 
ing new facilities and of convert- 
ing old ones has been so success- 
fully done, the glaring defect in 
the WFPB’s control of materials 
is beginning to be felt in all sorts 
of ways. It is felt in the shut- 
downs and the slow downs. It is 
felt in the appearance of suppos- 
edly hard choices, as for example 
between bombers and cargo planes, 
merchant ships and naval escorts. 
It is felt in what is undoubtedly 
the immense waste of precious ma- 
terials by the armed services and 
by civilians—as, for example, the 
use until very recently of high oc- 
tane gas in training planes. It is 
felt in a very considerable amount 
of inexcusable business as. usual 
and of civilian boondoggling—as 
for example, the purchase for the 
Office of Civilian Defense fire war- 
dens of rope made of sisal from 
Java, Manila and East Africa. 
Finally, it is felt at the highest 
level of the military command 
where decisions have to be taken 
without a thoroughly reliable 
knowledge of the true productive 
capacity of the country. 

* * * 

HE central defect in the WPB 

is that it lacks adequate rec- 
ords, and therefore does not really 
know where all the critical ma- 
terials are and what is being done 
with them. Lacking this knowl 
edge, the WPB cannot and does not 
control the flow of materials. Lack- 
ing control, it is unable to enforce 
rigorous economy and conserva- 
tion.

J apanese Machine-Gun durvivors 
As U. S. Freighter Sinks in Pacific 
After Submarine Shelling Attack 
24 Men, —— Them a Missourian, Reach 

Seattle With Story of Days Adrift at Sea 


—Radioman Stayed at Post After Corner 
of Room Was Shot Away. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 5 (AP). 

URVIVORS of an American freighter sunk by shell fire from a 
S Japanese submarine in the North Pacific the night of July 14 

reported on their arrival here that crew members were machine- 
gunned as they drifted away from their flaming vessel:in a lifeboat 
and two rafts. 

The submarine attackéd the medium-sized freighter at 8 p. m. 
and scored eight direct hits during the two-hour attack, finally knock- 
ing out the steering engine and setting the vessel afire. More than 


30 shells were fired. 


Two sailors died from shell 
wounds and six others from ex- 
posure. Seventeen men, huddled on 
one raft, drifted for four days and 
nights in the icy seas before they 
were rescued. Sonie of the crew 
members were not picked up by 
rescuers until eight days after the 
attack. All 24 survivors were suf- 
fering from exposure, : 

Five of the crew and naval de- 
tail on the rafts died before the 
rescue ship was sighted and were 
buried at sea. The sixth died the 
day after the rescue. 

Missourian on Ship. 

William Kosarich, 18 years old, 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., radioman, third 
class, and Milton G. McGaughey, 
of St. Joseph, Mo., signalman, third 
class, members of the naval detail 
assigned to the ship and the first 
two survivors to reach here, told 
interviewers that a naval plane 
flew so low over the shouting sur- 
vivors the morning after the sink- 
ing that they could see the men 
in the rear turret but the plane 
did not spot them. 

After that they saw no sign of 
rescue until they sighted the ship 
which picked them up. 

Kosarich said he kept sending 
out SOS signals and the.ship’s po- 
sition at the request of the skipper, 
Capt. Christian Evenson, San 
Francisco, even after gunfire had 
blown the corner off his radio 
room, 

The survivors said that Seaman 
Bernard Rodman of Seattle was 
struck in the jaw by shrapnel dur- 
ing one period of the shelling, and 
later was shot fatally in the back 
by a Japanese machine gun. They 


said a man threw himself on the

the other fatalities were causéd by 
exposure. 
The vessel wes owned by a Pa- 
cific Coast company. : 
A lookout first sighted the 
underseag boat about 8 p.m. The 
master ordered a zig-zag course, 
The: submarine soon dived. A 
Navy signalman aboard the 
freighter stood by to make the

About 30 minutes later the sub- 
marine surfaced, three miles away. 
It began shelling the freighter. 
Four shgts went overhead. The 
fifth struck the starboard fore- 
castle, damaging rigging, tearing 
through: the deck and going out 
through the bow. Five more 
rounds went wild. 

Shelling ceased until 10 p. m, 
The submarine had approached to 
closer range, Capt. Evensen put 
his craft through violent maneu- 
vers to keep its stern toward the 
attacker. 

One shell splintered the star- 
board lifeboat; another ripped 
through the wheelhouse and tore 
a corner off the radio room. A 
third knocked down the funnel, 
carrying away the antenna and 
silencing the wireless. A fourth 
shell passed between captain and 
mate on the starboard bridge wing, 
but did no damage. Then a direct 
hit disabled the rudder control and 
set the stern afire.

These voters. saw St. Louis losing its present 
commanding ‘place as, an aviation center if the 
city’s cramped and antiquated airport were not en- 
larged to meet the needs of future air traffic. The 
This city for 
years to come will owe them a debt of gratitude. 

Another achievemént of the day was the good 
support given the slates of forward- -looking candi- 
dates for the Missouri House, prepared by citizens’ 
committees representing both parties and indorsed 
by the respective city committees. 

This was the direct result of the tremendous pub- 
lic reaction against the St. Louis House delegation’s [ 
en bloc support of the attempted governorship steal 
after the 1940 election. Public opinion forced the 
retirement of all 19 members long before the pri- 
mary, and the enlistment or drafting of high-type 
candidates by both parties to take their places. 

The returns show that 18 of the 19 blue-ribbon 
Democratic candidates were nominated, and 16 of 
the 19 Republican entries. In a city that has seen 
slates of progressive candidates knifed time and 
again, this is a good showing, and paves the way for 
election of a city House delegation far above aver- 
age in November. 

Could this showing have been improved? Could 
19 out of 19 slate candidates have been nominated 
on each side? We are convinced that this would 
have resulted if more independent and progressive 
voters had taken the trouble to cast their ballots. 

The returns show that yesterday’s total vote of 
94,662 was only 27 per cent of the 346,837 total 
registration, Barely one registered voter out of 
four fulfilled his obligations as a citizen! Almost 
three out of four voters stayed away from the polls 
and gave the knifers their chance to eliminate four 
high-caliber candidates! 

By any standard, the 27 per cent turnout js a 
miserable showing of citizenship. Illinois was criti- 
cised when approximately half of its eligible voters 
took part in the: recent primary. So was Pennsyl- 
vania because only 35 per cent participated, and 
Iowa because the turnout there was 33 per cent. 
St. Louis’ figure is not only far below these; it is 
even worse than its own previous low in the 1930 


‘primary, when 33 per cent of the registrants voted. 


War's distractions and a relatively listless cam- 
paign account only in part for yesterday’s poor 
showing. Against these handicaps are the facts 
that there was pleasant weather instead of the 
usual August heat, and the secret ballot (whose lack 
has kept many from the polls in previous elections) 
was in use for the first time. . 

The only explanation that will suffice is that the 
majority of the eligible voters were not sufficiently 
interested to exercise their priceless democratic priv- 
ilege, This black mark on the city’s civic spirit 
is relieved only in part by the fact that most of 
the minority who did vote exercised sound judgment 
at the polls. 

A BIG JOB AHEAD,

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LIGHT NEEDED ON THE LABOR-HIRING RACKETS. 

It is assuredly high time for Federal action in the 
labor-pirating racket in St. Louis, and presumably 
other. war-plant centers as well. Announcement that 
the War Manpower Commission is making an inves- 
tigation offers hope that this outrageous practice 
will soon be squelched, 

The first public disclosure of the racket came 
last week, in the testimony of W. 8. Symington, 
president of the Emerson Electric.Co., before a House 
subcommittee. Further details are coming out locally, 
all showing how the labor brokers are luring skilled 
workers away from war production jobs with offers 
of higher pay, then subleasing their services to other 
plants at exorbitant rates and pocketing fat profits. 

This ranks among the most despicable types of 
war profiteering that can be imagined. Its schem- 
ing perpetrators are adding to the costs of the war 
program by amounts now impossible to compute. 
Even worse, they are delaying the war program by 
taking badly needed workers away from important 
production jobs. Not only should these labor bro- 
kerage firms’ activities be stopped; there ought to be 
some way of haling them into court. 

There are other aspects of war-plant employment 
abuses that need checking into. Although the local 
United States Employment Service office has been 
doing a superb job of getting job-hunters and em- 
ployers together, at no cost to either, some private 
employment agencies are stjll collecting high fees 
for a far inferior kind of service, and a few are 
using methods of a highly questionable nature. 

Major war contractors are using the Government 
service, and are satisfied with the results. Last 
month 15,309 persons found jobs through the local 
USES office. These facts should be enlightening: 
to any: job hunter who, because he is uninformed 
or gullible, may be considering payment of a fat fee 
to some private firm. 

The interests of the worker, of the unemployed 
man or woman and of the nation’s war program 
demand a searching inquiry into all irregular prac- 
tices in connection with the hiring of labor. 
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WHAT GOOD REASON? 

From New Orleans comes the news that ‘the 
regional representative of the Maritime Commission 
knew eight days in advance of the issuance of the 
stop-omMer that the construction of the big Higgins 
shipyard was to be halted. Yet, since this informa- 
tion was given to him in confidence, he continued to 
make commitments under the contract—eommit- 
ments which are said to have run between $800,000 
and $1,000,000 a day, '

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP).— 
A spokesman for the National Re- 
tail Dry Goods Association urged 
the Senate Finance Committee to- 
day to adopt a 5 per cent retail 
sales tax to be in force until six 
months after the end of the war. 

Jay Iglauer, chairman of the as- 
sociation’s taxation committee, de- 
clared such a levy would be “dis- 
tinctly deflationary” and would 


. syphon off considerable excess pur- 


chasing power. Senator Vanden- 
berg (Rep.), Michigan, agreed 
with Iglauer’s conclusion, declar- 
ing “it is absurd to say that a 


fixed Government tax is infla- 
tionary.” The Treasury thinks a 
Federa] sales tax would be infla- 
tionary. 

“We propose the adoption of a 
war retail sales tax of 5 per cent 
of the purchase price of all tan- 
gible personal property to be paid 
by the consumer at the time of 
purchase,” Iglaue: told the com- 
mittee. “It should applny to all 
sorts of tangible personal property, 
much of which may not commonly 
be sold through retail stores. The 
tax should not apply to persone! 
or professional services, such as 
those of physicians, dentists, et- 
torneys, or to salaries and wages, 
or to rents, or to the cost of in- 
surance. This recommendation 
contemplates the repeal of the 
manufacturers’ excise taxes except 
those on tobacco, liquor, gasoline 
and oil and the repeal of the r2- 
tail excise taxes on furs, jewelry 
and toilet goods.” 
$2,500,000,000 Revenue -Estimate. 

He declared that about 28% per 
cent of the national income is 
earned by people making less than 
$2000 a year and that, “under our 
income tax system, comparatively 
few of those people pay any in- 
come tax.” He figured the 5 per 
cent sales tax would add about 
$2,500,000,000 revenue. 

A debt credit plan of tax ap- 
peared to be in the offing today 
for citizens who pinch pennies to 
pay the monthly installment on 
their homes as well as for proprie- 
tors of civilian businesses facing 
higheg taxes and shrinking ‘rev- 
enues. 

Still vague in details, the plan 
had varying degrees of public in- 
dorsement from a majority of the 
21 members of the Senate Finance 
Committee which is considering a 
revenue bill calling for $6,271,000,- 
000 in new taxes. 

The proposal would permit indi- 
viduals to subtract from their tax- 
able income an amount equal to 
payments on investment debts they 
contracted before a specified date, 
possibly Jan. 1, 1942. 

The amount which thus could be 
charged off would be limited to a 
certain percentage of the income— 
just as deductions for charity do- 
nations cannot exceed 15 per cent 
-—~and probably would be further 
limited to a total ranging from $300 
to $500. 

Suggested deductions under this 
proposal included payments on 
home mortgages, life insurance pre- 
miims and other relatively essen- 
tial debts.

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SATARY ‘SHOPPING 
BY WAR WORKERS 
INGREASLS COSTS 


Many St. Louisans Spend 
Their Days Off Look- 
ing for Higher Wages, 
Says C. of C. Officer. 


Many war plant workers in the 
St. Louis district are spending their 
days off “shopping” for higher 
wages at other war plants, thus 
causing plant costs to “spiral” at 
the taxvayers’ expense, John Ring 


Jr., director of the Industrial Bu- 
reau of the Chamber of Commerce, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

Ring said he had received com- 
plaints also of certain plants hir- 
ing skilled workers and leasing 
them out to other plants at higher 
Wage rates. He added, however, 
that salary shopping by workers 
themselves is by far the most prev- 
alent practice. 

It is difficult for the companies 
to prevent this practice by workers, 
Ring said, because the men often 
contend they have arrived in St. 
Louis only recently, and are with- 
out jobs. 

He said that most workers wha 
seek higher pay from factory to 
factory are the skilled types much 
in demand at present. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
Labor Supply Committee has dis- 
cussed this situation several times 
but has taken no concrete steps 
to remedy it, Ring pointed out, 
adding that most members feel 
that the best solution lies in the 
issuance of “service letters” by 
war plants to workers when they 
are laid off or quit work. 

These letters would state the 
type of work done by the employe 
while at the plant, hig length of 


firm. Ring said eight or 10 war 
plants in this vicinity were issuing 
service letters but the practice has 
not become universal enough for 
plants to demand that all new em- 
ployes display service letters. The 
letters will be of little use in solv- 
ing the job shopping situation until

“The flat statement by a seller 
that 40,000-pound orders will not 
be accepted, the obvious intent 
being to force the buyer to split 
a 40,000-pound requirement into 
quantities” ‘commanding a higher 


price, is an evasion.”

“Another fellow got it in the leg, 
too, about the same time and I 
helped McGaughey put them in the 
port lifeboat. I spotted the ship 
that rescued us from the rafts 
too.” 

McGaughey, who enlisted last 
Aug. 8 after graduation from high 
school, took up the story. 

He thought the boatswain was 
kidding when he announced in the 
méSsroom that a submariné had 
been sighted. 


“But in a few more minutes, the 
submarine surfaced again and 
started shelling up. We all flopped 
down on the deck as fast as we 
could, but the Japs were such 
lousy shots that we soon started to 
watch the show. 


“After the third round I went 
back below deck to wake up a 
buddy who was asleep in the 
fo’c’s’le and to take him a life 
jacket, which he’d left in the radio 
shack. He said he was awake, and 
I thought he was getting up, so I 
went back on deck.

Hay Fever 7 
Seasons Vary 
+ In Severity 


ee By , 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


EQOPLE with hay fever used 
_to speak in the old days of 
“a good season” or “a bad 
season.” Some years they were 
worse than others. 

They were perfectly right. Since 
1928, the fall of pollen during Au- 
gust and September, the hay fever 
months, has been very accurately 
counted all over the country so 
that we have a quantitative exact 
measurement of how good or how 
bad a season is on hand, The light- 
est season on record was 1930. 
The heaviest by all,odds was 1939. 
But in certain places 1941 was a 
record breaker. 

In Cleveland, O., one of the 
heaviest pollinated places in Amer- 
ica, on Sept. 1, 1941, there were 
1512 units of pollen in the air as 
compared to an average of 300 
units for the previous 11 years. 
Philadelphia recorded 500 units, 
whereas it usually gets only 100. 

There are, most years, about a 
million tons of pollen which fall 
on the ground or into the noses of 
the population of North America, 
beginning about Aug. 15, 

x * 

NEARLY ALL OF this is rag- 
weed pollen. The worst is short 
and giant ragweed, which mostly 
infests the Midwestern states, In- 
diana being the worst, but Ili- 
nois, ° Kentucky, Missouri,. Iowa, 
Ohio and southern Wisconsin and 
Michigan are not far behind, It 
begins to peter out around the 
edges, the northern parts of the 
Great Lakes 
lantic seaboard showing a quarter 
to a tenth of the fall of the Mid- 
western states. 

As you go west and south you 
find the western and southern rag- 
weed and prairie ragweed, none 
of which causes as intense suf- 
fering in as large a proportion of. 
the population as the common rag- 
weed. And in Texas and California 
there is the slender false ragweed, 
which is even less obnoxious. 

The amount of discomfort, physi- 


-cal suffering and time lost from 


work that are caused by the rav- 
ages of this useless weed are 
hardly calculable. The time lost 
from work among war workers is 
sufficient to have given authorities 
grave concern this year. 

The problem of control is the 
most complicated and unsatisfac- 
tory one. The use of vaccines has 
only a fair record of success and 
even if it were more successful, it 
has been estimated that if every 
allergy specialist in North America 
treated 500 patients a season there 
would still be only one in 10 pollen 
cases cared for,

THIS COLUMN has for many 
years preached the advisability of 
cutting down all ragweed plants 
early in the season. For the first 
time I find in the news that in 
many communities this year, in 
order to protect war workers, the. 
authorities are enforcing statutes 
that have been in effect some time 
to require owners of vacant prop- 
erty to cut down weeds growing 
there. In New York, New Jersey 
and in the Chicago area this is be- 
ing advocated with especial vigor. 

The ragweed grows tall and a 
hand scythe going through a lot 
or field would get most of the™ 
plants. But their favorite spot of 
colonization is along the railroad 
tracks and sidings. 

E. G. D.: Should people born 
cross-eyed wear glasses?

berries, | rennet tablet, | tablespoon cold water, | pint fresh milk, 3 table- 
spoons suger, | teaspoon vanilla. Wash blueberries quickly through cold 
water; drain thoroughly, and distribute among 4 to 6 sherbet glases or custard 
cups. Crush the rennet tablet and dissolve in the cold water. Warm the milk 
with the suger and vanilla to lukewarm, over very low heat, When it is just 
Jukewarm (120 degrees F.), not hot, remove from the heat and immediately 
stir in the dissolved rennet tablet, Then pour quickly into the sherbet glasses.

ITH a limit on the amount of 
sugar available for canning, 
many housewives are going to 
want to try canning fruit without 
sugar this year. A product of 
good quality can be packed in 
water alone; a slightly sweetened 
product is produced by using a 
little corn syrup. For dessert use, 
these fruits need some sugar add- 


W 


ed at the table; of course this will - 


come from the regular ration. The 
amount needed is reduced if in- 
stead of being sprinkled on the 
cold fruit as it comes from the jar, 
the fruit is heated with the sugar 
for a few minutes, and then chilled 
before serving. In this way the 
sweetness penetrates the fruit. 


Sugarless Canned Peaches, 
Seventeen pounds peaches, two 
cups light corn syrup and three 


cups water. Choose either free- 
stone or clingstone peaches that 
are well-ripened but firm. Peel 
them thingly; some varieties of 
freestone peaches can be scalded 
to loosen the skins, like tomatoes. 
Cut the peeled peaches in half and 
remove the pits. When half the 
peaches have been pitted, place 
their pits with half a dozen of the 
ripest peaches in a saucepan with 
the corn syrup and water, and 
simmer five minutes. 


Meanwhile pack the peach halves 
already prepared into clean quart 
jars which are standing in hot 
water with a folded cloth under 
them; pour in hot syrup to fill the 
jars within one-half inch of the 
top of the jars. Slide a knife blade 
down the sides to dislodge any air 
bubbles. Finish preparing and 
packing the remaining peaches, 
filling the jars with the prepared 
syrup, 

Wipe off jar rings and lips and 
seal the jars partially (for screw- 
top jars, screw lid down tight and 
release one-fourth inch; for bail- 
type jars, raise upper bail only). 
Process in a boiling water bath, 
with water covering jars to a depth 
of one inch, for 25 to 35 minutes. 
Then remove jars, complete and 
test seal, and coo] before storing. 
Store in a cool, dry place. Makes 
about six quarts. 


For water-packed peaches fol- 
low exactly the same method as 
above, but use five and one-half 
cups water instead of the two

| POLICY FOR CIVILIANS PLANNED 


Insurance to Be Offered, Starting 
Monday, Has Fixed Yearly 
Premjum of $5. 

NEW YORK, Aug 5 (AP)-—-Civ- 
s\ilins will be offered a new type of 
war accident policy -with a fixed 
yearly premium of $5 by a group 
of 60 health and accident insur- 
ance companies, starting Monday. 

The premium will apply to any 
person, regardless of age or occu- 
pation. The policy was originated 
in the midwest by the Health and 
Accident Underwriters’'Conference, 
representing casualty insurance 
houses. 

The policy will pay $5000 to bene- 
ficiaries if the insured is killed in 
a direct enemy attack or in an
